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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


Claims 1,2, 13-15, and 22-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 1 and 23, the prior art does not 
suggest the connector as claimed, including the combination of all the claimed 
elements, the combination including the means mounted in the housing and in the 
coupler as claimed and including the locking means mounted between the housing and 
the coupler disengaging the housing by axially moving the housing toward the coupler 
as claimed.
